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As announced elsewhere, an Imperial 
Decree has been issued in pursuance of 
Memorials presented to the Throne by 
a number of high officers of State— 
including that by the late ‘Tso Tsung- 
tang, already publisbed in fall—an- 
thorising the formation of an Imperial 
Commissioi to conferupon theestablish- 
ment of a Seventh Board in addition to 
the six already existing, to be called 
the Hai Pa, or Admiralty. The Em- 
peror’s father is to be appointed Pre- 
sident, a post which will no doubt 
answer in general respects to our own 
Firat Lord ; Prince Ch‘ing, President of 
the Tsung-li Yamén, and Li Hang- 
chang, are to be associated with His 
Imperial Highness, and Shan Ch‘ing 





and the Marquis Tséng complete the 
personnel of the direction. The step 





is a very remarkable one, whichever 
way we look at it, Tho mere fact 
that the number of Boards constitut- 
ing the Central Administration of the 
Empire is likely to be increased is in 
itself a new departure, and the Chinese, 
conservative to the smallest detail in 
all that concerns the official constita- 
tion of the Government, will find a 
difficulty in accustoming themselves 
to tho term Ch‘i Pa instead of the 
long familiar Lin Pa as heretofore, 
if tho proposal is finally carried out. 
This is the first really important result 
that has accrued from the late Franco- 
Chinese war. For telegraphs the Chi- 
nese people may thank the embroglio 
with Rassia which nearly cost Chung “ 
Hou his head five years ago. For a 
strenuous and practical’ effort to put 


-the naval strength of the Empire on a 


proper footing they now owe acknow- 
ledgments to the destructive and other- 
wise mischievous campaign with France; 
and in view of the multifarious possi 
bilities of trouble in the north and 
north-east of the Empire there is every 
reason to applaud the wise if tardy 
determination that has been forced upon 
the Empress by her leading statesmen. 
‘The important quostion, however, now 
is, How, aud on what principle, will 
the uew Department be administered 
when onco it is called into existence ? 
At present we have virtually no details 
worth calling such. We ouly know 
that operations are to be set on 
foot first at Tientsin; that recrnits 
are to be mustered, and an exteusive 
system of training to be inaugurated 
forthwith; and that afterwards, year 
by year, the same plan is to be adopted 
in each of the Eighteen Provinces. So 
much is stated, briefly enongh, in the 
Decree; but there are no particulars 
given of the more detailed working of 
the new scheme, and for this we shall 
probably:be dependent on the advices 
of our foreign Correspondents in tho 
north, Iu the meantime however we 
may obtain a general idea of the lines 
on which. the system will probably be 
based from the very elaborate sugges- 
tions put forward by the late Grand 
Secretary ‘I'so in the Memorial to which 
reference has been already made, That 
the establishment of a Board of Admir- 
alty at Peking is even contemplated 
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suggests the possibility that the pro- 
posuls of Tso Tsang-t'ang may not be 
carried out in their entirety ; for one 
of his chief aims was that the President 
sould live at some coutral point upon 
the seaboard—anywhere, in fact, rather 
than in the Capital. ‘The idea is high- 
ly creditable to the farsightedness of the 
late Chang-‘tang, bat unless it is very 
strougly sapported by the Commission 
it may nevertheless be overraled. In 
other matters his representations will uo 
doubt be allowed considerable weight. 
The writer claims for his countrymen 
superiority in natural ability to fo- 
yeigners, but expresses it as his opinion 
that they are decidedly inferior io 
mattors of drill and practice. It was 
evidently his beliof that education iu the 
+ technical senso is all that is necessary 
to make Chinese marinesatleast equal to 
the seamon of Western countries, and 
whether the view was a mistaken one or 
not, it points clearly to the wish that 
foreign training, foreign methods, and 
foreign seience should form the basis of 
tho proposed reorganisation, His Ex- 
celloncy Inys great stress upon the im- 
portance of constant drilling, putrolling, 
and cruising, in order that the men 
may be kept always au jait ab their 
duties, and urges the utility of holding 
periodical rendezvous of the ten squa- 
rons of which the navy should be com- 
posed, when something of the nature 
of a grand naval review or sham-fight 
should be organised ; adding the excel- 
lent suggestion that the officers should 
consider it a part of their duties to ac- 
quire a variety of useful information at 
tho places where they might be station- 
ed, with regard to local cartography, 
mannfactares, natnral science, and 
other branches of knowledge of much 
correlative usefulness. It is not our 
purpose on this occasion to examine 
critically and in detail each of the 
special snggestions made in the paper 
under notiée; we are content to ex- 
pross our high approval of the practical 
and business-like spirit which pervades 
the document as a whole, and to ox- 
press a hope that the parposes of the 
‘Momorialist will not be rendered abor- 
tive by any of those eatkering influences 
which thwart the best intentions of so 
many Chinese statesmen—corruption, 
incompetency, procrastination, the em- 
ployment of buttoned coolies in import- 
ant posts, and such-like administrative 
delinquencies. The new Board will ap- 
parently contain the names of at least 
three men of undoubted ability and some 
experienco—the Seventh Prince, the 
Viceroy of Chibli,and the Marquis Tséng; 
and if theso three bigh officers are only 
able to secnre the services of really cap- 
able and trustworthy men they may hope 
to achieve results of permanent advan- 
tage to the Empire. ‘But the reforms 





must be radical and searching, for 
the present condition of His Imperial 
Majesty's naval forces, including ships, 
crews, officers, arsenals, and dockyards, 
is only comparable tothat ofthe Augean 
stables for impurity and general imper- 
fection. 

We have referred, hitherto, to the 
Memorial of the late Graud Secretary, 
only in so far as it touches upon the 
subject under notice—the establishment 
of an Imperial Admiralty service. We 
caunot conclude, however, without a 
brief allusion to the two other matters 
so strongly urged upon the ‘Throne by 
the Memorialist. “ Railways,” he says, 
“must be modelled and built.” The 
advantages to Government and people 
alike are pointed out with vigour 
and acnteness, and the objections of 
the masses dismissed contemptnonsly 
with the remark that the masses need 
not be consulted. The extension of 
learnivg and the introduction of educa- 
tion in the foreign seuse of the term 
are also represented as being for the 
future indispensable to the well-being 
of the Empire; polytechnics, mauu- 
factures, and geography must form 
part of a curriealum, success in which 
shall lead to an honourable career, and 
“ foreign books mast be translated and 
carefully written out.” We think that 
tho old Viceroy erred a little in propos- 
ing to place all these responsibilities on 
the shoulders of the Minister for Coast 
Defence; but that is not a necessary 
part of the programme, and if only half 
his suggestions aro faithfully carried 
out, thelast Memorial of TsoTsung-t‘ung 
will prove a rich legacy unto his coun- 
men.

ETBNOLOGY, 
Wr have had geologists, botanists and 
zovlogiste iu China, but no one who 
gave himself specially to ethnology and 
was already distinguished in it, yet there 
is much to be done in the field embraced 
by this word. Geographical etiology 
should collect all facts respeoting the 
races of the Chinese empire, aud their 
oustoms, reduce them to order aud draw 
from them vnclusions. Historical 
ethnology will cull from Chinese litera- 
ture all notices of races, their migra 
tions, their habits of life, their effect 
on history, The provinoo of Sze- 
chuen may be pointed to as a very 
interesting and important region for 
the work of the otlnologionl geogra- 
pher, because of the Tibetau tribes and 
the Lolos, to say nothing of others 
who located there. Mer. Colborne 
Baber’ vid sketches of his life 
aud travels among these people have 
opened up the path of research in

energy and skill can do in overcoming 
difficulties, and making the world ac- 
quainted with peoples respecting whom 
little was kuown.

There is great scope for humorous 
desoription, aud this induces the reader 
to follow with pleasure all the wiudings 
of the traveller’s route, 

In historical ethnology De Guignes 
led the way last century in his History 
of the Haus. Unfortuvately Lis Hans 
were not the Huns. Yet he did 
much in elucidating the history of all 

Tartar races, aud drew apon Tar- 
of Gibbon and all succesd- 

























ing historians of ancieut Europe. ‘The 
Hans of Hungary were uot the powerful 
race known to Chiun as the Hinng Nu, 
as De Guignes supposed, but the mir- 
take was not very dangerous. At that 
time ethnology Lind not arrived nb the 
scientific stage. The word Turanian 
had not been invented. Sar 
not known to be asister tongue to Greek 
and Latin, NeitherBopp nor Grimm liad 











then worked upon comparative gram- 
mar; De Castren, the Finnish philologist, 
| bad’ not then commenced his labours 





on the languages of the Siberian races. 
What muttered it that the Hiung Nu 
were Tarks, and not as Do Gnignes 
supposed Huns? Every conclusion 
would have to be overhauled and re- 
duced to its right shape wen ethnology 
took its place aaa science. ‘The grent 
merit of De Guignes was that he 
collected a large store of historic facts 
from Chinese sources, from the second 
contury before Christ, when the Chin 
began to know Turtary, downwards till 
the days of the Mongol conquests, It. 
was left for a German, Julius Klaproth, 
to settle the point who the Hiung Nu 
were by the very simple method of 
taking the words mentioned by Chi- 
uese authors as examples of their 
guage, and finding out to what 
linguistic stock they belonged. Some 
he found in the History of the Han 
dynasty, others he found in the recounts 
of the Tukive race in later histor 
The Hinng Nu raled all Mongolia 
for seven centuries. In the year 470, 
their Empire was finally broken up, 
aud just a few of them settled in the 
Altai mountains, aud gave origin to 
the Tukine people or ‘Turks. ‘This 
race rose to power, and for several 
couturies had possession of Mongolia, 
‘Tho examples of their words fortunately 
preserved by tho Chinese historians, 
showed plainly to ninetennth century 
investigators that both they and # 
anoestors, the Hiung Nu, were ki 
of the Ottoman Turks of Constanti 
aud the Wigure Turks of Chinese Tur- 
kestan, Besides making this step for- 
ward Klnproth also tabalated the fac 
of Chinese history relating to all Asia 
races, aud fifty years ago no name 
stood go high as is in ethuology. 
What remnins to be done is by no 
meaus a small amount of work in the 
field of Chinese history. It is possible 
to trace the Indo-European races mer 
tioned by aucient Chinese authors, aud 
follow them in their movement west. 
ward, from Kansuh to the Teungling 
mountains and beyond them. ‘There 
they meet in Bokhara aud Kunduz with 
other Indo-European stocks. They 
conquer Afghanistan aud India, and 
establish an empire in that part of the 
world of several centuries’ duration. 
Iu the north-west beside (hese, Chinese 
history introduces us to several Indo- 
Enropean peoples, occupying before the 
birth of Christ the couutry round the 
sea of Aral, including the Sakai in 
Khokaud and the Usun in the Kirghis 
Steppe and in the region north of 
It was from this region that the Gi 
























































manic races, and nfter them the Huns 
and Avars, appear to have moved wes 
‘Phe process of emigration wus some- 
thing of this kind. First went the 
Cimbri and Celte. China tells us 
nothing of these. Then the Germauio 
races followed. China has very con~ 
siderable information about them, the 
value of which lias not yet been fully 
appreciated, ‘Then the Huns, Avara 
and Tarks went forward, aud of course 
the facts respecting them in Chinese 
history are, taken altogether, more 
abandant than upon any other foreign 
stock of nations. Hence there is every 
inducement for the historioal ethnologist 
to study Chinese history enrefully. 

















THE “JAPAN MAIL” ON THE MIXED COURT 
AFFAIR. 

issue of the 29th September the 
Editor of the Japan Daily Mail after 
commenting in some remarks on the 
Mixed Court affair goes on to say : 

It is singular that the English press in 
China should p in its ill-informed 
view of the Mixed Court affair, Every: 
hody knows now that the blow which the 
Chinese Mazistrate was supposed to have 
struck Mr. Giles with his pen was purely 
accidental, It was doubtless very reck= 
less aud dangerous proceeding on Mr. 
Huang’s part to flourish such a weapon as 
fa pen jespecially an inky pen, But even 
a Chinaman can become excited. After 
Me. Huany’s pen had been knocked out 
of his hand by his angry colleague, he gave 
the latter what has beon gravely termed # 
blow, but what was in reality a push, Bos- 
sibly’he apprehended that the process of 
violent disarming which he had undergone 
by the “knocking away” of his pen, was 
the prelude to something more serious, 
At all events he shoved his adversary away, 
or shoved himself away from his adversary, 
and then Mr. Giles, fante de miewe, knock 
ed down a table. “It. was an unseemly 
quarrel, which, with a little more judgmont 
and forbearance might easily have been 
avoided. We almost regret that Sir Robert 
Hart did not @ the duties of British 
Minister just for so long as would have 
enabled fim to unbosom himself to his 
Shanghai memorialists. Of couray he was 
f& consenting party throughout to Mr. 
O'Conor’s action. Aud very much more 
than a consenting party, unless rumour is 
reatly mistaken. 
he peculiar position of the Bfuil in 
journalisw prevents us from asking the 
Editor, a8 we should ask the conductor 
of any other newspaper on China or 
Tnpan, what good object he proposed to 
himself whon he thus backed up 
stupid and rude mandarin at the ex- 
peuse of a British officer, Wo should 
probably get au answer at great length, 
in whieh what we complain of would be 
repeated, with the addition of charges 
and insinuations against foreigners iu 
this part of the world, and praise of 
Japanese aud Chinese officials. But 
the aesertion that every one kuows now 
that Huang’s blow was accidental is a 
little too cool. Nobody except the 
Editor of the Japan Mail kuows any- 
thing of the kind; aud so far as we 
are aware not even a Chinese official 
bas put forward such an excuse, 
In the colamns of a Japan wative 
paper, whore assertions are made about 
foreiguers so absurd that it is difficult 
to guecs whether they ate inwpired by 
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iguorauce or impudence, we should not 
Lave been surprized to meet with the 
Mail's history of what occurred in the 
Mixed Court, But in an English news- 
paper it is too much, Sir Robert 
Hart will scarcely thank the Mail for 
saying that he was throughout a con. 
souting party to Mr. O’Conor’s action, 
for that would make him out to bave 
Lad a share in a Buscu, Sir Robert, 
when he takes a thing up, is not accns- 
tomed to allow it or himself to collnpse. 
And what Lappeued in this Mixed 
Court affair waa, that the Tsung-ti 
Yamen being obstinate, Mr. O’Conor 
became helpless, and the finul arrange- 
ment was made elsewhere than in 
Peking.

the destractives of France to avenge 
the murder of Olivier Pain. ‘The occa. 
gion has given M, Rochefort an oppor- 
tunity of displaying his unrivalled powers 
of vituperation, He stands apart as a 
supplier of vitriolic personal abuse; 
aud ling been called « wholesale supplier 

“of foam at the mouth.” ‘here is said 
to be uo such caller of names in the world 
as Le, except, perlinps, M. Paul de Cassag- 
nao, aud an miuble wish Las beou ex- 
proased to hear a match between thom. 
Ne oue, onn form any iden of how it 
wouldend. M. Rochefort supplies Paris 
every morning with @ new sensation ; an 











arraugemont in vitriol, Everybody, 
we ure told, reads his paper, the 
Intransigeant, for “ite name-calling, 


ag cortain other papers are rend for 
their money article or literature.” 
M. Rochefort is thus a personage in 
Parig and in some other parts of France, 
and what he writes is believed by the 
demagogy. ‘Ihe reported death of 
Olivier Pain in the Sondan was ‘au 
opportunity which Lis former associate 
was not likely to let pass. News was 
brought to Ruchefurt, that instead of 
having died of a fovor ou the While Nilo 
in Ovtober 1884, Pain bad been done 
to death by the British Commander, 
noting under the direct orders of the 
Gludstone government. Aud about the 
middle of August there appeared in 
the Zutransigeant a letter signed by ML. 
Selkivitch, describing bimself as an 
ex-iuterpreter to the British army in the 
Sondan, in which he asserted that O! 
vior Pain was shot ou the 18h April, 
1885. ‘The deed was done, according 
to Selkiviteh, by two  Bashi-Brzouks 
under the eyes of Major Kitchener, to 
whom that horrible duty had been 
entrusted.” ‘The blood-money which 
the Huglish Government had by tele- 
ges aubborized to be paid was divided 








between the Bashi-Bazouks and the 
Sheikh, a wretch in the pay of 
the English, who bad betrayed the 
brave Pain; and the Bashi-Bazouks 
were so delighted with the good faith 
displayed by the English officers in 
generously paying the blood money, 
that they gave them a little féte and 
@ fantasia, These last touches must 
have carried o to the'heart of 
many « “Red” Parisian, for what could 
be more natural, more comme il fant 
than that baving treacherously embued 
their hands in the blood of the brave, 
the miscreauts should celebrate their 
crimes with a féle. M, Rochefort then 
curpnesed himself in his vitupera- 
tiou of England and Englishmen, Ho 
called for vengeauce, the eanice 
of the French people; aud having done 
#0, he immediately proclaimed to his 
delighted followers that, in consequence 
of his exposure of the treachery “ the 
British embassy was shut up, bolted 
aud barred from baserent to garret, 
aud Lord Lyous was cowering in 
one of its recesses from the threntened 
fary of French indiguation, As a 
matter of fact, Lord Lyous had left 
Paris somo weeks before M, Roche- 
fort had begun to blow what he 
enlls French indiguation into » flame. 
But that was a matter of detail, which 
M. Rochefort could not allow to stand 
in the way of an iuspiration of invec- 
tive, or his admirers to spoil their eu- 
joyment of his “prave ’urds.” Asa 
mutter of course, Mnjor Kitchener 
promptly denied having been inst: acted 
by his Government in regard to Pain, 
and Sir Johu Walsham furnished to 
M. de Freycinet evidence supplied by 
the Foreign Office, which clearly showed 
that the story of the shooting of 
Pain was a pure inven AU that 
did vot matter to M. Rochefort, who 
when Inst mail left home was still rous- 
ing the indiguation of France. 

In May Inst a mysterious stranger 
arrived at Cochin and speedily attracted 
general attention, He first appeared 
tu India at Kurachee and at once com- 
tuenced @ rapid and circuitous journey 
by Bombay, Poona, Kundalla, Mudras, 
‘Toticorin, Trivandrum, Quilon and other 
ploea, finally resting at Cochin, He 
Appears to Lave givon himself out as 
Father Victor a priest of the order of 
Reformed Barnabites ; an order which 
is of doubtful existence. He was arrested 
as a suspicious character by the Deputy 
Magistrate of Cochin, and underment 
several examinations in the Court there, 
He stated that his own name was de 
Kanovies, of a good Austro-Hungarian 
family, aud that Le belonged to a Re- 
formed Barnabite mounstery in Man- 
churia, ‘Che Austro-Hangarian Cou 
at Bumbay doubted the claim of nation- 
ality and would uot interfere in bebalf 
of Father Victor or de Kauovi But 
this would not be of great importance 
to the suspect, who was amply supplied 
with funds and bad retained all the 
Bar of Cochin and an able aud popular 
Solicitor to boot. The Father bud early 
in his career in Cuohin been suspected 


































































to be a Russian spy, aud it was in that 
supposed capacity that he came within 
a Section of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, as a person unable to give 
an aecount of himself. The Catholic 
ishop of Bombay issued a warne 
ing ngainst him aud repudiuted his 
priestly pretensions; the relations in 
Europe, the de Kanovies family, were 
silent when he sppealed to then, nor is 
it o-rtain that such a family existe; the 
Bur of Cochin ceased to defend him 
even while yet his money was- unex. 
hausted ; those who lad bailed Lim ouce 
refused to do so again, aud finally the 
Magistrate of Cochin having vaiuly 
asked himself: “If Father Victor is 
uot @ priest what is he?” ordered Lim 
to find security for Rs.10,250 in 
all, This the Father, being unable 
to do, received six mouths’ simple im- 
prisonwent, ‘Now this mau spoke 
Arabic fluently and claimed to be 
familiar with the Koran, and he 
possessed an Arab disguise, Ou his 
arrival at Cochin, he bud two photo- 
graphs taken; one represented him 
sitting rendivg a book, und the other 
standing with « bookah in his band, 
These photographs are said to be 
likely to fiud favour with the Mussul- 
mau population uenr Cochin, fanatios 
whom he was supposed to have come 
to stir up on bebulf of the Mubdi. ‘Lhe 
photographs were identified ab Bombay 
as those of Olivier Pain by ove Spau- 
garo, a chemist, who made un affidavit 
to the effect that be hid seen Pain 
in Cuiro in May or June, 1884, aud 
bad conversed with him thore, Father 
Victor admitted having been in Cuiro 
in 1884 bat snid it was in Javuary, 
doubled having seen Spangaro, and 
douied being Olivier Pain, whom how- 
over be stated ho knew, Further be 
showed considerable knowledge of the 
political affairs of Egypt, Turkey aud 
other European powers. Finally, Pain 
and the Father resembled ench other; 
both bad bloude hair, blue eyes, pointed 
lips and spoke uasally, ‘'bo Father has 
gone to jnil, taking the secret of his 
identity with him, He said he bad 
come to Cochin to have his character 
cleared of tho suspicion of being ® 
Russian spy, and he bad remained, 
there waiting for a remittance which 
vever came, ‘I'hero 
in the account of bis examinations, 
ng given in the Magistrate's judgment, 
to identify Lim with Pain that could 
not be accounted for, and the death of 
tho Adviser of the Mahdi seems about 
as certainly proved as anything could be, 
Probably be wus a Ruesiau spy, or an 
agent of some sociely of fauatics, or it 
might be of those in Egypt aud Europe 
who are kuown to have supported the 
Mahdi, But it is an odd coincidence 
that while Rochefort was firing away 
at England for murdering Paiv, @ man 
in India should bave been under 
suspicion of beivg the fever killed m 
himself. If he is Pain, Rochefort w 
dony Lim, aud denounes lim as, 
impostor. 
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THE GENERAL ELECTION. 
In another six weeks all Great Britain 
and Ireland will be in the ferment aud 
turbulence of a general election, And 
judging from the heat that hns alrendy 
been displayed, the coming fight pro- 
mises to surpass in partigin frenzy 
any election wo have. seen in recent 
years, ‘Tho newspapers which have 
been received from home report more 
freo fights and disturbances at political 
_meetings, than could have been expeoted 
three months before the election, The 
addresses of candidates are full of » 
rancour which promises well for violent 
rioting Inter on, In one county we may 
road that the ‘Tory candidate was inter- 
rupted by gronns and other inarticulate 
noises, until, hese modes of expressing 
their opinions pulling on the oppos 
tion, they stormed the platform and 
compelled the orator and his friends to 
fly, In another that a Liberal member of 
Parliament who hnd goue into w 
district to enlighten the newly enfr 
chised voters, was by them set upon, 
and but for for his friends forming « 
body gard would certuinly linve been 
ill-treated. ‘These di jonas Are quile 
ueunl at election times; but it is the 
frequency with which onlightened yoters 
have been partaking of them so long 
boforathe polling, that has caused especinl 
notice to be bestowed on them, Whether 
the candidates think that unscrapulous 
abuse of their opponents ix necessary 
to recommend them to the Demvoracy, 
ov it is due to # deterioration in the 
character of the candi or is owing 
to no particular enuse, it is undoubted 
that a greater amount of rough con. 
not haa been indulged in than would 
have been expected, considering the 
progross that wo are often assured 
education has made in late yeara, It is 
to be hoped thnt the excitement having 
onrly come to a grent height, may ex- 
haust itself before the election 80 far as 
to allow the polling to tuke plow in 
decorum, 

Besides Locnl Government in the 
counties there is no grent issue that 
oan fairly be anid to be before the oun- 
stituencies. That is uot a matter likely 
to nronse great enthasinsm among the 
clectornte, eapecially ns both the great 
politinl parties and the Home Rulers 
fre rendy to support a measure to give 
effect to it.

THE FRENCH ELECTIONS, 

So far 306 members out of 557 have 
been elected to the Chamber of De- 
puties. Reuter says that the Conserra. 
tives have gained 93 seats; and they 
have a majority of 24 over the Re- 
publicans on the elections which have 
been ascertained. This result pointa 
to the maintenance of moderate govern- 
ment in France,-and to the defeat of 
the reactionaries and “ Reds.” It is pro. 
bable also that the present government 
of AM. Brisson will soon give way to 
a stronger ministry, of which M. Ferry 
will most likely be the head. Not- 
withstanding the mistakes which he 
made when in office M. Ferry is the 
strongest statesmav, or perhaps we 
should rather say, politician, France 
hos at the present time. The oxcosses 
in their anti-clerical crusade of the 
Gambettists, put them ont of the 
question. M. Clemenceau is a man 
of extreme views, whoso friends have 
lately been compelled to assert that 
in office he would carry out a safe 
policy. But while this is being said 
for him, he himself is advocating 
what sober minded people, who, after 
all, carry nine general elections ont 
of every ten everywhere in the world, 
consider wild schemes, At a timo 
when France needs a strong govern- 
ment her electors are not likely to give 
power to a man, for whom the best 
that can be said is that he is not so bad 
‘ashe seems. Nor, after M. Clemenceau, 
is there any politician whose standing 
is such as to make him a possible rival 
to M. Ferry. Conservative or moderate 
Republicans and the Reds possess 
among them the political force of 
France. Legitimatism and Bonapartism 
are left ont of all calculations. Whether 
M. Forry returns at once to power or 
not, his foreign and domestic views 
must animate those who admi 
affairs. What his policy is may possibly 

be gathered with sufficient distinctness 

from the letter of the Paris Correspond- 

ent of the Times, dated 27th August last, 

in which the opinions and position of the 

rival politicians is set forth with much 

fairness. In Foreign affairs, M. Ferry 

can only follow “a policy of digestion.” 

“He has taken Tavis, Tonquin and 

Madagascar, and now he has only one 

thing to do and that is to organize 

these conquests.” In order to do so 

he must have the express or tacit as- 

sistance of Europe, of the wholo of 

Enrope, and above all of England.” To 

obtain this he will not resume his old 

teasing policy, because by doing so he: _ 
would expose himself to reprizals, 

especially from England. In short 

M. Ferry is to be a reformed foreign 











minister. Confidence is felt in bis frm 
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domestic policy, which will keep order 
in the streets, and offer a barricade 
against Socialism. ‘The anticipations 
of M. Forry’s return to power may be 
disappointed, but it has been evident 
for some time that the English press 
has anticipated such an end to the 
elections. Except in the South of 
France where red Republicanism seems 
to prevail, such n result would, we 
think, be welcomed by the nation. 


THE PROGRESS OF INDIA, 
Tue Decennial Report on the Moral and 
Material Progress of India has lately 
been issued, and a sys of itappears 
in the ‘Times, That journal tukes a 
favourable view of the main facts dis- 
olosed in the Report, remarking, that 
fortunately these are not to be obscured 
by any casuistry, thatthey are gratifying 
ag regards the past and encouraging 
for the fatare. ‘here are not #o many 
countries in the world, it goes on to say, 
which can show a reveune trebled 
within the Inst forty yenre, or oue that 
has increased twenty-five per cent. 
within the Inst ten yeare, Macl of 
this improvement in the condition of 
the people, of which this increase in 
revenue is the evidence, is due to 
improved administration, the secarity 
which the continuance of peace always 
giver, and which has to n large extent 
eunbled India to extend vastly her 
export trade, especially in Inte year 
In an extract, from some remarks in 
the Report by Mr. Pedder, on the range 
of prices in India, which we publish 
elsewhere, the development of the ex- 
port trade is traced, and the excellent 
effect which railway extension hae had 
on the country is conclusively shown. 
It is unfortunate that a great part of 
the benefit which the country should 
have obtained from the ext 
trade, lias to be surrendered, 0 
the lato fall in the val 
But without that fall it is certain 
that a largo portion of the increaye in 
trade sever would have occurred; and 
sufficient benefit remains to the 
to produce geveral contentment, ‘That 
happy condition may not have qaite been 
reached by the Indian people of all de~ 
grees, but it is certain that a long march 
towards it has already been made, 
Concurrently with the increase in re- 
venne there las been a diminativs 
taxation, ‘The Innd revenue has in- 
oreased by morethan £8,000,000 daring 
the Inst forty yenrs, while the propor- 
tion that the land revenue bears to the 
total revenue has decreased by nearly 
one half, while other sources of revenue 
have wonderfully increased in the same 
time, and this explains that comparal 
decrease, ‘There has also been n large 
inorense in the Britieh territory—about 
242,000 equare miles between 1842 
and 1882. The land revenne has also 
beou largely reduoed in the North West 
Provinces, and adjusted in the interest 
of the people in the Central Provinces 
aud Barmah, ‘The system on which 
the iand revenue has been raised was

It has been known for ages that the 
vegetable kingdom is rich in hidden trea- 
aurea, but the creative power latent in the 
ding and blossoming of flowers has 
nover before been credited with the go 
tion of pearls. ‘These are for the an: 
part produced hy fish and erustacec. 
Evoryono is familiar with the pearls fur- 
nished by the oyster and clam; be: 
auch, the pearls produced by dragons, 
imps and crabs are often heard of, if 
seldom seen, ‘The production of pearls by 
quadrupeds, ‘such as rhinoceri, elephants, 
cattle, horses, foxes and dogs, is also 
common ; of wild animals it ix ‘still less 
neceasary to speak. In the vegetable ki 
dom, the cocoanut palm produces prarls 
with great facility, but of other trees few 
are known to have the gift. 

‘An instance has, however, recently come 
to our knowledge.” A certain Swatow man, 
resident of a village in Jaca, made 
living by the cultivation of jxck fruit.
